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TOWN OF EPPING. 


The organization of our public schools and their opera- 
tion during the past year, are too well known to the in- 
habitants of the town, to require any detailed statement 
from us, further than whatis exhibited in the foregoing 
statistical tables. therefore, We will restrict ourselves to 
calling special attention to a few of the more prominent 


features of our town school system. 
-+In pursuance of the vote of the town district, passed at 


the last annual meeting, the High School has taken rank 
~asalegally established High School, with the School 
Board discharging the duties of High School Committee, 
and classes have been formed and instructions given in 
Latin and French, in addition to the English studies taught 
in previous years. 3 

In the village schools, limits of study for each grade have - 
been prescribed, within which limits each pupil is required 
to be reasonably proficient asa requisite for promotion 
from the Primary to the Grammar and from the Grammar 
to the High School grade and the same _ standard of schol- 
arship is required for entering the High School from the 


mixed or ungraded schools in other parts of the town. 
Some of the mixed schools remain extremely small, and 


we earnestly recommend that the parties most directly in- 
terested, take such action as will enable the School Board 
to unite two or more of such schools. Provision can be 
made by vote of the town district under an article inserted 
in the warrant for that purpose, for procuring land fora 
school house lot and for moving any one of the school 
houses to a location central to the united schools. Until 
some such action is taken, the school board is powerless 
to establish schools in any but the existing school houses 
as now located. 
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For the support of the public schools, as now organized, 
and for keeping them all in operation two terms of ten to 
twelve weeks each, during the ensuing year, we estimate 
that the least sum required, in addition to the tax required 
by law, is five hundred dollars, and we recommend the 
adoption of a by-law by the town district, making perma- 
nent provision for the yearly raising of said sum, or such 
other sum as the voters of the district shall think proper, 
without the recurrence of a vote upon the same subject at 
each annual meeting. Such a provision would enable-the 
School Board to make earlier engagements with teachers, 
without depending upon the’ contingency of a vote to raise 
money. | | 

Following the terms of public schools, and in some sense 
in continuation of the same, thereby completing the school . 
year, two terms of the Watson Academy have been pro- 
vided for by its officers, one of ten weeks ending February 
15th, and one of seven weeks now in progress, and the 
Trustees of that institution, as heretofore, have continued 
to do everything consistent with their official obligations, 
to promote the usefulness of the schools as a whole. 

All the school rooms are deficient in and some of them 
are nearly destitute of a supply of wall maps, blackboards, 
unabridged dictionaries and other needed apparatus, and 
we have begun to furnish a few of them, as the means at 
our command would allow, with the expectation that the 
work will be continued by succeeding school officers until 
ali are equally well supplied. 

At the last annual meeting of the district, the sum of one 
hundred and fifty dollars was voted to be raised for repairs 
of school houses and for grading and fencing school house 
lots, and the members of the School Board were chosen 
as a committee to expend the same for those purposes. 


* 
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In pursuance of this vote, school house No 7, at West 
Epping, has been repaired at an expense of $87.49, school 
house No. 3, at East Epping, has been repaired at an ex- 
pense of $19.00 and the: other repairs and work provided 
for, including the painting of school house No. 2, on 
Exeter road, will be completed at an early day. 

In the Watson Academy building, there is great need 
of some improved method of warming the rooms. The 
draught of the smoke flues is very imperfect, and on some 
days of unfavorable weather the smoke has_ been driven 
_down the flues into the school rooms, compelling the teach- 
ers to suspend the schoo! exercises, and, in a tew instances, 
to dismiss the pupils for the remainder of the day. There 
is need also, for the walls and ceilings to be painted and 
tinted for the purpose of improving the light and giving 
the rooms a more cheerful and attractive appearance. We 
trust that the town will give early attention to this impor- 
tant work, : 

After all needed material provision for the schools has 
been made, then, last and greatest, comes the considera- 
tion ot the oft quoted declaration: that ‘*the teacher makes 
the school.” Accepting this declaration as_ substantially 
true, we have been made to feel the weight of our heaviest 
responsibility when performing that part of our official 
duties which consists of the “selection and engagement of 
teachers. To meet this responsibility, we have first en- 
gaged and retaiued in the schools as many as_ practicable 
of our excellent resident teachers, then, for the High Schoo, 
and the remaining common schools, we have engaged 
from abroad teachers highly #¥ecommended to us for suc- 
cess in their vocation and whom we believed to be posessed 
of exceptional aptness and other desirable qua‘ifications for 
teaching and training the young. The band of teachers 
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thuyenlisted f.r the service, entered the schools at the be- 
gining of the year with an intelligent understanding of the 
work required, that of co-equal moral, intellectual and 
physical development of the pupils tending to self control 
and good deportment founded on self respect and due re- 
spect and regard for others, spontaneous mental activity in 
seeking to learn and know by their. own efforts, because of 
an awakened love of knowledge and the pleasure of acquir- 
ing it, and a strong body, full of vitality, making it possible 
to make the best use of all their powers of mind and body, 
There has beenno pernicious fovcing no senseless cramming, 
no crowding the memory, by dint of repitition, with a 
confused mass of facts, useless because disarranged and not 
intelligently understood. Neither the teachers nor our- 
selves claim that the schools have been brought to the high- 
est attainable standard as yet, but that good progress has 
been made and perseverance upon, the foregoing pyjanoys 
action will’ bring the best results. 

But the saying that ‘“‘the teacher makes the school,” 
shoul] be taken with qualifications. One of our teachers 
has put upon record these words ; ‘‘Where parents, pupils, 
officers and teachers work together, nothing can prevent 
the success of any school,” thus, by implication, expressing 
a want felt by all teachers, that of help from all parties in- 
terested in the schools. This leads us to speak of the im- 
portance of having parents, teachers, school officers and 
citizens come together and arrive at a mutual understand- 
ing of the general principles and plan upon which the 
schools are being conducted iggy that all parties may render 
inteligent aid. . * ; 

Furthermore the teacher cannot justly be held responsi- 
ble for the results of that larger part ofthe training and 
instruction of children which is not of the schools. A child 
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having nothing to do at home and _ untrained in habits of 
industry and perseverance, will generally be neither studi- 
ous nor resolute in purpose to learn in school, one too ten- 
derly indulged at home will be impatient under the tasks 
and restraints of the school room, if home government be 
characterized by brutality, neglect, petulance and fitfulness. 
the teacher is sometimes compelled to apply severe disci- 
pline and must always spend much time and labor in bring- 
ing the child from such a home to understand and appro- 
ciate kind treatment and the higher motives and principles 
of action. Wedo not say this in the spirit o* censure or 
reproach, for in the struggle of life, many fathers and 
mothers are heavily burdened, and find it hard to make. 
suitable provision for their children out of school hours, 
but the importance of such provision demands for it every 
reasonable effort, not only of parents but of every citizen.
